King of Judab, Rezin the King of Syria and Pekah 
King of IJſrael entered into à Confederacy to invade 
the Dominions of Ma, to dethrone him, to extir- 
pate the Royal Family of David, and to make the 
Son of one Tabeal King, who was to be dependent 


on them, and himſelf and Kingdom tributary to 


thoſe who advanced him, Either of the Kingdoms 
of Syria and Iſrael was humanly ſpeaking à full 
Match for that of Judab; ſo that Abaz and his 
People were little able. to reſiſt the united Inva- 
fions of both, and could ſcarce have any reaſona- 
ble Proſpect of preſerving themſelves from the 
Yoke of that upſtart Pretender, who aſpired to the 
Throne and Government over them. 

When the News of this Alliance was brought 
to Abaz, and the Princes of his Family, the ſacred

prophane as well as ſacred Writers, to denote the 
extreme Greatneſs of any Perſons Diſtreſs and 
Terrour. As 4haz and his People had forſaken 
the God of their Fathers, and ſunk into all the 


worſt Idolatries and Vices of the Nations around 


them, they could have.nothing to. promiſe them- 


ſelves from his Protection and Favour; and there- 


fore judging only by the Probability of ſecond 
Cauſes, and finding the Appearances of theſe 


were all againſt them, they naturally fell into the 
deepeſt Conſternation, and deſpaired of eſcaping 


the Deſtruction that threatned them. They could 


think and ſpeak of nothing but the formidable 


League, and their awn Unpreparedneſs/ and Inabi- 
lity to reſiſt it; and each Man ſaid to his Neigh- 
bour, through the Greatneſs of his 'Terrour, 
and the Fears his own Imagination excited in him, 
The Confederacy, The Confederacy. This was the 
12 Cry propagated throughout Feruſalem, by 

eans of which a dreadful Panick was ſpread 
amongſt all the Inhabitants of that City. And un- 
doubtedly the Alliance was formidable enough, 
and the Danger ſuch as was ſufficient to alarm Men 


of all Conditions and Characters amongſt them. 


In the midſt of this Diſtreſs Gop was pleaſed 
to ſend his inſpired Prophet with a Meſſage of 
Comfort, principally to ſupport the few pious and

2 the Imagination of it, and Victory flies as falt 
before them, as the moſt ſanguine T Thoughts can 
lead it. Their Enemies are all contemptible in 
the Opinion they form of them, and one of their 
own Troops is able to diſcomfit ten, and a thouſand 


to put ten thouſand to flight. But if theſe fair and 


flattering Proſpects fail them, and the publick 
Welfare and Safety ſeem to them in near and 


imminent Hazard; if they imagine the Nation 
to be in an unprouided and unguarded Condition, 


and the Power and Forces of their Enemies to be 
ſuperior; if they ſuſpect the Care and Vigilance 


of their Governors, or apprehend Treachery in 


the publick Counſels and Adminiſtration; if they 


2 upon their Commanders as defective in 
Courage, 


wnder the preſent unnatural Invaſion, 


Courage, Conduct and Fidelity, and their Pre- 


ſumption hath been checked by ſome publick pro- 
vidential Diſappointments, and the common Ene- 
my hath gained any leſſer Advantages over them; 
how do their Spirits immediately fink! what De- 
ſpair fits brooding on their Countenances ! The 
only Means of Security they truſted in have failed 
them, and there is nothing but Ruin and Deſola- 
tion henceforward before them. 
When the Foundation of their preſent Happi- 
neſs ſhakes, they know that their ALL is in dan- 
ger; for they have no Proſpects beyond Time. 


They have their Portion, and all the Good they 


are ever to receive, in the preſent Life. And as 
their Want of Principles renders them incapable of 
true Courage, and their Vices enervate and infeeble 
them; it is impoſſible but that (when they ſee 
their whole Intereſt is at ſtake, and they can find 
no vilible Means that are to be rely*d on for their 
Security) they muſt, generally ſpeaking, be in a 
State of the moſt abject Deſpondency, Di- 
Rreſß and Perplexity,* their Hearts failing them thro? 
fear, and thro* looking after the Things that are 
coming on them; and that as the Effects of this 
-unmanly Paſſion, they ſhould withdraw themſelves 
from their Country's Service, act a mean 
and villainous: neutral Part, waiting for the Event, 
and with a deteſtable Baſeneſs of Mind reſolve to 
enter into all the Submiſſions and Compliances, 
that the Change and Circumſtances of the Time, 
and their own Safety, may dictate to them. 
And not only thus, but they propagate their Fears 
all around them, and ſcatter theTerrors of their own 
Breaſts wherever they have Influence or Acquaint- 
ance, and ſpread Dejection, Anxiety, and the ut- 
moſt Diffidence amongſt all' they converſe _

Mouths but, Oh the Confederacy, the Confederacy ! 
| In ſuch Conjunctures bad Men can think and ſpeak 


of nothing but their Danger. Then Imagination 


often paints their Enemies more numerous than 
they oo magnifies their Courage, heightens 
their Succeſſes, and aggravates their own Loſfes 
beyond Reality and Truth. They firſt deviſe ter- 


rible Things, and then whiſper and affirm them 


to others. Or, if ſecret Enemies raiſe Reports of 
Terror, and ſpread Lyes only to diſhearten them 
how greedily do they catch them, and with a kind 
of dreadful Pleaſure receive them as che moſt cer- 
tain and unqueſtionable Facts. 


One would reaſonably think, however, that Per- 


ſons of Piety and Virtue ſhould by their Princi- 


ples be preſerved from Anxieties and Terrors of 


this kind, and ſhew a greater Meaſure of Reſolu- 
tion and Conſtancy i in Times of publick Danger. 
But ſuch is the Weakneſs of human Nature, and 
ſo ſtrong the Impreſſions we are apt to receive 
from any near Proſpects of national Calamity, 
eſpecially when they ariſe ſuddenly and unexpected, 

that the beſt are liable to the trembling Hearr, to 
be diſtreſſed with evil Tidings, and borne down 


for a while with the Torrent of the common 


Fears. They have not only an equal Intereſt in 


the publick Happineſs with others, to render them 


thoughtful and anxious as to the Event, but their 


Minds furniſh them with Conſiderations of a dif- 


ferent Nature, that often give them a more affect- 

ing Solicitude than others, and heighten their 

Apprehenſions as to the publick Safety. ö 
They are in pain, not merely or principally 1 


their temporal Intereſts ; but for the Ark of God, and 


the Glory of true Religion ; when the utter Ex- 
tirpation of this, and the Introduction and Eſta-

Confederacy, juſt as every thing which this 9

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bliſnhment of the fouleſt Idolatries, is the great 
Thing aimed at by wicked Invaders, and powerful 


Confederacies in Support of them, aided by do- 
meſtick Inſurrections and Rebellions, In ſuch 


Circumſtances their moſt uneaſy Apprehenfions 


ariſe, not from the Power of their Enemies, which 
they, would deſpiſe, did they live in the midſt of 
a wiſe and virtuous Nation, but from the appearing 
Diſpleaſure of Gop, excited by the prevailing Im- 
pieties and Immoralities that abound in the midft 
of it. When the Generality are grown unprinci- 


pled and profligate, and the Nobles and Great Men 


of the Land become deſperately profane and wick- 


ed, and ſpread Impiety and Vice by their own 


Examples ; the beſt of Men, when firſt alarmed 
by evil Tidings of this Nature, muſt tremble ar 
the Shock, when they either remember the Un- 
certainty of the Event in all human Views, or 
what they have ſo much Reaſon to apprehend 


from religious and providential ones. The firſt 
Impreſſions of Fear are, in ſuch Circumſtances, 


almoſt unavoidable, due to the threatening Poſture 


of publick Affairs; and to be wholly free from 
them, would argue an [n/enfb:lity, ſcarce vindicable 


upon any Principles of Piety or Prudence, 

But then there is a Time to recover out of ſuch 
2 Surpriſe, to recolle& our Principles, to fortify 
our Minds againft theſe Terrors, and reſume our 
Courage and our Conſtancy. And this leads me

When Hezekiah, the religious Son of 4 had 
his Country invaded by the numerous and powerful 
Forces of Sennacherib King of M ria, he called 
his People together in his Capital, and ſpoke com- 
 fartably _ them, ſaying :; Be ſtrong and courageous, 
be. not afraid nor diſmaid for the King of Aſyria, 
nor for all the Multitude that is with bom, for there 
be more with us than with bim. With him is an 
Arm of Fleſh. He allows him the Superiority of 
earthly Forces. But as one wholly void of Fear 


from ſuch a Conſideration, glories in this: But 


with us is the Lord our God, to help us and fight oup 
Battles for us. And in Conſequence of this truly 
eroict Fortituds ſhewn by the pious King, the 
Hiſtorian tells us, The People reſtad themſelves up- 
on the Wards of Hezekiah King of Judah; inſtant- 
ly diſmiſſed their Terrors, and confided in the 
Power and Protection of their God, And in truth, 
there is ſomewhat ſo low and unmanly in ſinking 
under the Burthen of any Fears, ſomewhat ſo in- 
conſiſtent with the Brag and Privileges of true Re- 
ligion in yielding to the Bondage of human Ter- 
rors, whatever be the Calamities that threaten us,

can exerciſe. The Goſpel of our Bleſſed Lord, 


Which we have now the Liberty of converſing with 
every Day, and which is able to mate us wiſe lo 


Saluation, and from whence we draw living Waters 


of Grace and Truth, and divine Conſolation, wit 
be violently torn out of our Hands, and the read- 


ing them ſubject us to greater Infamy, and a more 
dreadful Puniſhment than Murder or 'Freafon. In- 


ſtead of the Truths of God, you ſhall be taught 
_ © only the Inventions and DoArines, the Lyes and 


Legends of Men. Inſtead of believing rational 


Principles, we ſhall be forced to ſwallow ihe moſt 
Fupid and ſhocking Abſurdities, or to profeſs the 
Belief of them contrary to our Convictions and 
Conſciences, or burn if we have the Courage and 


e ä to renounce them. The great 
Object 
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Object of Worſhip, the only living and true G O D, 


you will be no longer permitted to worſhip with 
that Simplicity and Purity his Word directs ; but 
rival Altars will be erected in all our Churches, the 
Knee bent and the Hand lift up, and the Sacrifices 
of Prayer and Thankſgiving be offered to thoſe, who 


neither deſerve our Homage, nor can reward it. 


No longer will you be allow*d to direct your De- 


votions to the Throne of Gop by the one ouly Me- 
diator; but we muſt admit Saints and Angels, and 
dead Men, who whilſt living were many of them 
the Perſecuters and Murderers of the Saints of God, 
and the avowed Supporters of all the worſt Impie- 


ties and Corruptions of the Church of Rome, into a 
Partnerſhip with the Son of Gop in the high Office 


of Interceſſor with his Heavenly Father. Inſtead of 


worſhipping him in Spirit and Truth, and according 


to the Preſcription. of pure and undefiled Religion, 
numberleſs Rites and Ceremonies, which one would 


wonder that even the Folly of Men could have in- 
vented or endured, will uſurp the Place of it, and 
all the gaudy Pomp and Pageantry of Theatrical 
Shew be paſſed on us for the Beauty of Holineſs, and 
the very Eſſence of Chriſtian Piety and Devotion. 
If he prevails, who now heads this unnatural Rebel- 


lion, that is broke out in eur Land, to thefe things 


you muſt ſubmit, or refuſe. it at your Peril. He in- 
'vades us as the ſworn Enemy of our Religion and 
Liberties. Born and zur/ed up in the very Boſom of 
Rome, he hath ſuck'd in both the Superſtition and 
Cruelty. of that Motber of 1dolatry, hath from his ve- 
ry Birth been taught by his Prieſts and Confeſſors to 
look on and abhor every Proteſtant as under be 


damnable Guilt of Hereſy ; a Crime that Church ne- 


ver forgives, and obliges him to extirpate under the 
dreadful Penalty of eternal Damnation.” And if Bribes, 


and Solicitations, and Threatnings. will not reconcile -

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us to her Impieties and Idolatries, let us not deceive 
ourſelves'by imagining, that ſhe will ſoruple rougher 


and ſeverer Methods, or that he who hath found 


in her a perpetual Aſylum, and lived in great Mea- 


ſure a Penſioner on her Bounty, will refuſe to put in 
Practice her Maxims for the Extirpation of Hereſy, 


or be backward toexecuteVengeance on thoſe, whom 
the hath long ſince doomed to Deſtruction. To 
reconcile theſe Kingdoms to his own Church, to 
lead Great-Britain as a captive Penitent to the Papal 
Chair, and extinguiſh for ever the Spirit of Schiſms 


-and Rebellion againſt him, whom he looks on as the 
Vicar and Repreſentative of Chriſt, he would look 
on as the principal Glory of his Reign, and make it 
the great Object of his Ambition and Endeavour. 


The gentle Spirit of a Toleration would no more be 
allow*d, or be allow*d only for a while, with the 
ſole View. as once we know it was, the more ſuc- 
ceſfully and ſecurely to introduce that Bane of all 
Religion, he Curſe of Pepery. If the modern Ad- 


vocates for this Cauſe dreſs it up in @ more innocent 


and harmleſs Form, and repreſent it in all the Meek- 
neſs of the Lamb, tell them you are not ignorant of 
their Perſecutions in theſe Kingdoms, and of the 
Fires they lighted up to conſume the Saints and 


Confeſſors of Feſus, in the bloody Reign of Mary. 


Put them in mind of the curſed Tragedy they acted 
on the Iriſh Proteſtants in the Reign of K. Charles I. 
the helliſh Pari ſian Maſſacre, the Cruelties practiſed 


at Thorn, their late Barbarities in the Palatinate, 


Saltzburgh, and other Places of Germany. Aſk 
them how they now treat the Proteſtants in France 
and Spain, the good Allies and grand Supports of 
him, who claims the Dominion over us; where 
they dragoon thoſe whom their Prieſts ſtyle Here- 


ticks, confiſcate their Eftates, hang their Miniſters, 
or riot in the Cruelties they practiſe in the bellifh 


0 tion. 
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Liquiſition. Recall to their Remembrance the Bulls 
of their Popes, exciting the Princes within their 
Communion to extirpate Hereſy, and all its Favour- 
ers and Abettors, and the Decrees of their Councils, 
authorizing thoſe accurſed Methods of propagating 
their Faith, and openly affronting Gop and Man, 

by impiouſly ordaining, That Faith is not to be kept + 
with Hereticks, Bid them inform you, when and 
by what. Popes theſe Bulls were recalled, and by 
what general Councils theſe infamous Decrees have 
been ever reverſed. Aſt them if they can point 


out one ſingle Popiſh Nation or Government now 


in Europe, where there is a legal Toleration for the 
Proteſtants, and where the worſt Severities are not 
practiſed againſt them, where the Prieſts can pre- 
vail, and the Princes are not reſtrained by political 
Conſiderations, or awed by ſuperior Power from 


gratifying them, In a Word, introduce this pre- 


ſumptuous Invader into theſe Kingdoms, and ſet- 
tle him firmly on the Throne of our preſent Sove- 


reign, and the true Spirit of Popery will immediately 


appear, put on her ſanguinary Robes, and ſtalk. 
through all the Cities of theſe Nations, with her 
Garments dipt in Blood, attended with all her dread- 
ful Inſtruments and Miniſters of Vengeance and

Tou may perhaps be told by thoſe who wiſh 
well to this Invaſion, that all theſe Fears, as to Re- 
ligion, are needleſs and imaginary, and that he 
wha pretends to theſe Crowns, will defend the: pre- 
ent Eſtabliſhment and the Proteſtant Religion, and 
only deſires the Liberty of profeſſing his own: But!

Senſe of Honour, Generoſity, Awes of Gop, not 
I all the Conſiderations of the moſt ſacred and ſo- 
lemn Nature united, can bind them contrary to the 
Commands of their Church, and the- Suggeſtions 
and Orders of their Prieſts and Confeſſors. Re- 
collect that Queen Mary poſitively promiſed the Men 
of Suffolk, that ſhe would leave Religion in the State. 
ſhe found it, and only reſerve to herſelf the Liberty 
Ber own; and afterwards ſolemnly declared in 
Council, that ſhe would uſe no Force upon Conſcience 
in Affairs of Religion: And yet, no ſooner was ſhe 
fettled on her Throne, but ſhe ſhewed her own and 
her Religion's bloody Diſpoſition, and lighted up the 
Flames of Martyrdom throughout every Corner of 
the Kingdom. Remember the much later Inſtance | 
of King James II. who, in his firſt Speech to the 
Council, affured them, that he would make it his 
Endeavour to preſerve the Government both in Church 
and State as then by Law - eſtabliſhed, and that he 
would always take care to defend and ſupport the 
Church of England: And yet, the whole of his 
fhort Reign was one uniform. Attempt to ſubvert 
and deſtroy the Religion and Liberties of theſe 
Nations; and the many -cruel Executions of his 
| Proteſtant Subjects that took Place under his Go- | 
vernment, demonſtrated what the whole Body of 
them had to expect, if he could but firmly have 
eſtabliſhed his Power, and fixed himſelf without |} 
' Fear and Oppoſition in the Government. Theſe | 
Inſtances demonſtrate what Confidence is to be pla- 
ced in the moſt folemn Promiſes of Popiſh Prin- 
ces, and the infinite Folly of a Proteſtant People's 1 
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the loudeſt Voice, that may reach our moſt diſtant 
Borders. They ſhould be the Subject of every 
Converſation, and every Man ſhould be informed, 
that the preſent Conteſt with our Enemies is for 
every Thing that is dear to us as Men and Chriſtians.

much farther Succeſs. Burt for what Reaſon do I 

int theſe Terrors before you? What, to intimi- 
date and diſtreſs you? What, to fink your Courage 
and weaken your Reſolution ? No : But to awaken, 
animate, and invigorate you; to inſpire you with 


Zeal and Fortitude in the Defence of your King, 


your Country, your Laws, your Liberties, your 
Religion, and your Properties; to inſpire you with 
a Deteſtation of Popery, that falſe Religion that

Let not the Friends of our Conſtitution, by haſty 
Fears, and giving way to the Reports that our 
Adverſaries will not fail every Day to raiſe and 
| ſpread amongſt us, aſſiſt them in their Deſigns to 
ruin us; but with a calm Reſolution each exert 
himſelf in his proper Station, and inſtead of ti- 
midly - ſpreading the Cry, The Invaſion, The In- 
ugſion, do whatever their Hand finds to do, with 
all their Niligence, and all their Might, to ſtop the 
Progreſs and prevent the Effects of it. Let not 
the unkind Inſinuations that may be raſhly. thrown 
out at ſuch a Juncture by any Proteſtants againſt 
you, make you cool thro' Reſentment: to the com- 
mon Intereſt, or ſlacken your Endeavours zow 10 
preſerve that Eſtabliſbment, which cannot ſink, with - 
out burying all that is dear to us in its Ruins.

And as all Power thus belongs to Fehovab, he is 
farther the God of Hoſts, becauſe all the Hoſts of 
Heaven, and Earth, and Nature, are abſolutely 
ſubject to his Controul, and are the Inftruments 
he makes uſe of to excute his Pleaſure. The 
bleſſed Angels on high are all willingly ſubject to 
his ſupreme Authority, wait the ſacred Orders of 
his Will, and are employed by him either as Inſtru- 
ments of his Vengeance, or in friendly Offices 
towards the Heirs of Salvation. How numer- 
ſoever the Hoſts of evil Spirits are, their 
Power is limited, their Malice bounded by his ſo- 
vereign Decree, and oftentimes ovyer-ruled to bring 


about Purpoſes contrary to their Intentions ; and 


whenever they do hurt, it is in Virtue of the di- 
vine Permiſſion, and beyond this they dare not, 
cannot go. And as to Men, how formidable ſo- 
ever the Armies they may gather, tho! their Com- 
manders and Leaders may pride themſelves in the 
Multitude of their Forces, and plan out Schemes 
of Victory and Conqueſt, and proudly boaſt they 
will ſubdue thè Nations, and divide their Spoil;

2. The ſanctifying Gop in this 1 will | 
beg that Fear of him in the Mind, which is 
ſeparable from the Character of a truly religious 
Man, and the grand Principle that animates him, 
throughout the-whole of Life.

the inſpired Prophet adds: San#ify the Lord of 
Hoſts, and let him be your Fear, and your Dread. 
Let him be the Object of your humbieſt and 
moſt. awful Reverence, and cheriſh the deepeſt Ve- 
neration for this moſt excellent and glorious Being, 
whoſe infinite Majeſty, Perfection, Rectitude of 
Nature, ſupreme Dominion, and univerſal Em- 

Ire, demand this Acknowledgement and Fee 
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Fear his Diſpleaſure, and dread nothing ſo much 
as falling under the Weight of his Indignation. 
The Wrath of Man he can reſtrain, and prevent 
the Effects of it from reaching you. But who 
knows the Power of his Anger, or can ſupport un- 
der.the Effects of it, ſhould he enter into Judge- 
ment with us ? 
Stand in awe of God and ſin not. Lat our Hearts 
be impreſſed with ſuch a deep Senſe of his Holi- 
neſs of Nature, his Authority over us, his con- 
ſtant Preſence with us; and his determined Pur- 

ſe to execute Vengeance on incotrigible Sinners, 
as ſhall excite us to Repentance for paſt Tranſgreſ- 
ſions, and render us careful no more willingly to 
. offend. 

And as the Character of Jehovah, the 9 
God, the God of Armies, employing his Care and 
Power for the Defence of his People, naturally 
inſpires not only Awe, but Eſteem, Complacency 
and. Confidence, ſo. this Fear and Dread of Gop 
ſhould be attempered and ſapeetened with an intire 
perpetual Truſt, and with the firmeſt and moft 

chearful. Reliance on him; which we are more 
eſpecially called on to exerciſe i in Times of pecu- 
liar Fear and Danger, becauſe he is abundantly 
able to extricate us out of our Difficulties, never 
wants the Inclination to afford us the Relief we 
need, never is at a loſs for Means to execute the 
Purpoſes of his Goodneſs, and can make all the 
Powers of Heaven and Earth contribute to our 
Deliverance and Safety. And finally, 
Me ſhould conſider this Repreſentation of Je- 
| hovah as the living GOD, and the Lord of Hoſts, with 
an holy Reverence and Dread, as carrying in it 
Vengeance and ſure Deſtruction to tyrannical In- 
vaders, proud Oppreſſors, and cruel Perſecutors. 


And in this View the ſacred Writings frequently 
repreſent 
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repreſent him; and the whole Courſe of Divine 
Providence is an abundant Demonſtration, that the 
Account is juſt and true. How many oppreſſive 2 
Powers, and perſecuting Empires and Kingdoms, * 
have been finally diſſolved, and utterly deftroyed'? 4 
The Egyptian, Syrian, Mirian, Babylonian, Perfiar, | 
Macedonian, and Roman Monarchies and Empires, 3 
that have lorded it over Mankind, and drank deep 
in the Guilt of - Perſecution, are now no more. 
How many particular Kings and Princes doth ſa- 
cred and prophane Hiſtory futniſh us with, who 
have been made fignal Inſtances of a divine Ven- 
-geance! And there is a Time, when Gop will 
matte Inquiſition for the Blood that hath been un- 
righteouſly ſpilt in the Chriſtian Church, and ſhew 
how precious the Death of his Saints is in his Sight. 
There is a Seaſon, when Rome itſelf, the great 
Source of Idolatry, ibe Mother of Harlots and Mo- 
minations of the Earth, who hath long been drunken 
<oith the Blood of the Saints, and with the Blood of 
"the Mariyrs of Jeſus, ſhall dearly pay for all her 
_ Frauds, Impieties, and Cruelties; and Gop ſhall 
avenge at her Hands the Blood of bis Prophets and 
Saints, and of all that were ſlain in her upon the 
'Earth. This at leaft is certain, that Idolatrous 
Nations ſtand peculiarly marked! out as Objects of 
the divine Vengeance; that the Tyrants and great 
Oppreſſors of the Earth are foremoſt in the Liſts 
of Deſtruction; and that tho? unrighteous and per- 
ſecuting Powers may be permitted to flouriſh for 
a while, and harraſs and diſtreſs the People and 
Church of Gop; yet that Gop will finally break 
their Yoke from off his Servants Neck, and cauſe 
Oppreſſion and Perſecution to come to à perpetual 
End. And unto Gop, under this Character of 
The Lord of | Hoſts, the ſure Refuge and Judge 
of his People, and righteous Avenger of his 
„ Enemies, | 
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Enemies, we ſhould look wich an holy Reverence 
and Awe ; eſpecially in Times of publick Diſtreſs 
and Danger, when we ourſelves are threaten*a by 


their Power, and they are entering into Combina- 


tions and Schemes for the intire Subverſion of our 


Religion and Liberties; I ſhould rather ſay, for 


the Deſtruction of the Intereſt and Cauſe of Gop 
amongſt us, and the Extirpation of the Dœtrine 
and Worſhip of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Then let 
us calm our .Fears, ariſing from the Rage and 
Power of Men, by attending to the more dreadful 
Terrours of the Divine Anger that his Adverſaries 
ſhall ſooner or later feel, and ſay with the inſpired . 
Prophet:* Who can ftand before his Indignation ? Who 
can abide in the Fierceneſs of his Anger? But the 


Lord is good, a ftrong Hold in the Day of Trouble, 


and he knows them that truſt in him. And this leads 
me to add a few Words, | 

III. To the Third and Laſt General, which is, the 
great Encouragement Gop gives us by the Pro- 
phet to Sanctiſy bim, and make him our Fear and 
our Dread; and that is, He ſhall be for a Sanctuary. 
The Sanctuary was properly the Ark of the Cove- 
#aut, where Gop the King of 1/rael in a peculiar 
Manner reſided. And as it was conſecrated to 
Gop, and inhabited by the Divine Preſence, it was 
looked upon as a proper AHlum, or Place of Re- 
fuge, never to be violated, and where all were 
looked on as abſolutely ſecure, under the immedi- 
ate Tuition and Protection of Gop himſelf. After- 
wards the Temple was called God's Sanctuary for the 
ſame Reaſons. And therefore when Gop promiſes 
to become à Sanctuary to them that feared him, 
from the Invaſion that threaten*d them, the Mean- 
ing is, that they ſhould be as ſafe, under his Al- 
mighty Protection, from the Evil and CEA 
5 5 t 
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that might be intended them, as though they were 
ſecured in ſome inviolable Aſylum, where no Power 
or Force could injure them; and that, in order to 
this, Feruſalem ſhould not be taken by ihe united 
Forces of the Confederate Princes, nor Ahaz be de- 
throned, nor the Royal Family extirpated, nor the 
Son of Tabeal be advanced to the Throne and King- 


dom. And ihe Event demonſtrated: the Truth of 


the Prediction; the two Kings being forced with 


Difbonour to return home, without being able to ac- 


compliſh the great Intention of their Expedition. 
Tis indeed obſervable, that this Promiſe of 
Gop's being a Sanctuary to thoſe that feared him, 
is immediately follow*d by a very terrible Threat- 
ning to the reſt of that finful People: He ſhall. be 
for a Sanctuary; but for a Stone of Stumbling, and 
for a Rock of Offence to both the Houſes of Iſrael, for 
a Gin and for a Snare to the Inhabitants of Feruſalem; 
and many amongſt you ſhall ſtumble and fall, and be 
broken, and be ſnared and be taken. Both the In- 
vaded and the Invaders are here many of them point- 
ed out for a ſure Deſtruction ; as it accordingly 


came to paſs. When the Sins of any People are ri- ' 


ſen to a great Height, and they will not be reform- 
ed by any of the common Methods of his Provi- 
dence, there is Reaſon to fear Gop will puniſh their 


Iniquities by other neceſſary Methods of Severity. 


He may ſometimes permit the moſt unrighteous In- 
va/jons for a while to become ſucceſsful, and the Ca- 
lamities attending them to ſpread almoſt through- 
out a whole Nation : He may ſuffer this even our 
of Mercy to it; to revive loſt or ſinking Principles, 


and a due Senſe of Religion and Virtue amongſt _ 


Men; to put ſome powerful Check on their Vices, 
and as the Means of ſaving a People, whom he 
hath long favour'd and proſper'd, from worſe Ca- 
lamities, and a more complicated and intire De- 


ſtruction, 
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ſtruction. And though ſuch Events muſt be 
greatly diſtreſſing to the beſt, and they may be ex- 
| Poſed to a thouſand Anxieties and Dangers amidſt 
ſuch national Confuſions and Calamities; yet when 
Gor intends to anſwer theſe Purpoſes by them, 
religious Men muſt, generally ſpeaking, be preſer- 
ved from the Effects of that Storm, which is thus 
_ eſpecially directed againſt incurable Sinners, and 
intended to ſweep them off, that the Land may reſt 
from Witketneſs, and no longer mourn becauſe of 
the Iniquities of them that divell therein, | 
Nor is ſuch a Diſtin&ion of the Good from the 
Bad, in national Calamities, the leaſt Difficulty in 
the Conduct of Divine Providence: For the Lord 
knoweth them that are his; and they are always the 
Objects of his Approbation. Second Cauſes are 
all under his Management, and ſubſervient to his 
Purpoſes. The Hearts of Men are in His Hands, 
and he farns them as the Rivers of Water are turned; 
and the Promife he made to his ancient People 1s 
ſtill Ground of Encouragement to the Saints of 
Gop: den thou paſſeſt through the Waters, I 
Will be with thee, and through the Rivers they ſhall 
not overflow thee, When thou walkeſt through the 
Fire thou ſbalt not be burnt, neither ſhall the Flame 
kindle upon thee, i. e. in the greateſt Extremities 
and preſſing Dangers, no Evil ſhall come 
near thee; For I am the Lord thy God, the holy one 
of Iſrael; thy Saviour. Since thou waſs precious 
in my Sight, thou haft been honourable, and I have 
loved thee; therefore will I give Men for thee; and 
People for thy Life. RY 
Or if particular good Men ſhould fall in the 
general Confuſion, whether bravely ſtanding up in 
Defence of their invaded Country, or by the Ma- 
lice and Cruelty of __ Enemies; yet {till _ 


K-01 * Iſaiah xliii. 2, 3, 4. 
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vill be their everlaſting Sandi uary, and place them \ 
by his Power and Goodneſs where no Evil ſhall 
reach them, and the Malice of their Enemies can- 
not touch them. Or if he ſhould permit, for a 
. Seaſon, an idolatrous Invader ſo far to prevail, as 
10 eſtabliſh Antichriſtian Superſtition and Impieties 
y Law, and render the Profeſſion of uncorrupted 1 
Chriſtianity a capital Crime; and ſhould call out 'F 
hereby any of his faithful Servants to bear a publick 

» Teſtimony to true Religion, and ſuffer for the Cauſe 

of Gop and the Redeemer z yet let them not fear, 

but encourage themſelves. in the Lord their God. His 

Power ſhall protect them in the Hour of their 

Trial, bis Grace be ſufficient for them; he will re- 

new their Strength, keep them from fainting, and 

be their ſure Defence from the Evil of Temptation; 

Jo that they ſhall not ſink under their Burden, nor 

forfeit their eternal Salvation by making ſhipwreck i, 
. of their Faith and a. good Conſcience. And when 1 
their Warfare is ' finiſhed, and they have offer d 3 
_ themſelves an acceptable Sacrifice to GOD, they 

- ſhall enter into his Reſt, their Labours be eternally 

at an End, and Gop himſelf ſecure them from all 1 
future Sufferings and Trials, and be their everlaſting | 
. Portion and exceeding great Reward, From what 
hath been ſaid we may infer, - l 
Fin, That there are no Dangers, whether 5 4 k 
. publick or private Nature, in which the Principles 
of true Religion will not prove the beſt Support 
and Relief to the Minds of Men. If ſecond Cauſes 
were always and certainly to be rely*d on, and the 
Event was invariably anſwerable to the Probabi- 
lity of them, we could then have no other Rule of 
Judgment, in reference to any of the Circumſtan- 
ces of our Being, but from the Appearances of 1 
them, And though ſometimes upon this Scheme | 
we ſhould have very 7 good Reaſons of oye: when | 
| ſecond | 


* 
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ſecond Cauſes appeared favourable and probable z 


yet at other Times, when they put on a contrary 
Aſpect, we ſhould have equal Reaſon for the moſt 
diſtreſſing Terrors, for perpetual Anxieties, and 


for deſpairing of all Proſperity and Succeſs. In 


one View, the Heart would be too naturally elated 
with Preſumption and Pride; and in the other: 
wholly depreſſed, abject and deſponding, incapa- 


ble of Confolation, and we ſhould be unable to 


exert ourſelves for our own Security and Aſſiſtance. 
But the Principles of Religion are the moſt certain 
and effectual Cure of both theſe Exceſſes; as they 
teach us not to place our principal Dependance on, 
nor to expect too much from the moſt promiſing 


and likely Appearances of Things below; nor to 
be caſt down, nor abandon ourſelves to Sorrow, 


nor give up our Cauſe as helpleſs and deſperate, 
when all the appearing Probabilities of Things are 
againſt us. By placing an infinitely wiſe and good 
Being as Head and Lord of the Univerſe, and 


over-ruling all Events according to the ſovereign 


Counſels of his own Will, and to render them ſub- 
ſervient to accompliſh the great Intentions of his 


providential and moral Government; by repreſent- 
ing him as the Lover of Righteouſnefs and true 
Religion, as the peculiar Gop and Guardian of all 


pious and good Men, and their inviolable Sanctuary 


in every Kind of Danger; and deſcribing him as 


_ glorious in Holineſs, the Hater of Sin, the avowed 


Enemy of impious Men, and the ſure Avenger of 
the proud and tyrannical Invaders and Perſecutors 


of his People; Religion opens a Door of Hope in 


the darkeſt and moſt afflicting Scenes of Life, cau- 
ſes Light to ariſe out of the moſt ſubſtantial Dark- 


neſs, ſhews a Poſſibility of Deliverance, even when 


all human Means of Aſſiſtance fail, and yields the 
pleaſing reviving Proſpect of the Protection of an 
| | E 2 —_ Almighty 
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Almighty Being, who in the Hour of Extremity 
can reſcue out of every Danger, and put into aur 
Mouths unexpected Songs of Salvation and Gra- 


titude, So that though the Heavens ſhould ſhake, 
and the Foundations of the Earth be moved, the 


Rock on which good Men build their Confidence, 


ſtands eternally fixed and ſecure. And therefore, 


.. Secondly, In every diſcouraging Proſpect of Affairs 


that may ariſe before us, let us attend to our Prin- 
ciples, and make a right Uſe and Improvement 
de / them, by caſting our Cares on God, and by being 
folicitoufly anxious in nothing, but in every thing by. 
Prayer and Supplication making known our Requeſts 
#0 him. Let us not tremble for fear as thoſe who 
know not Gop, who have no Intereſt in him, nor 
Reaſon to expect any gracious Interpoſals of his 
Power and Providence in our Favour. The only 


Fear that a religious and wiſe Man ſhauld cheriſh 
is the Fear of Gop, and ſuch a Fear of preſent. 


Evil as may excite him to proper Action, animate 


his Courage, and produce proper Caution and 


Care: All other Fear in Time of Danger is unbe- 
coming and hurtful. Nor let us propagate the 
timid Spirit, nor ſow the Seeds of Diſtreſs and 
Terror amongſt. others. Qur Enemies vill da 
this to diſhearten, unſettle, and divide us. As 
the Danger is now near us, and the Invader is en- 


tered into our Borders, the feeble Hands ſhould be 


Aft up, and the trembling Knees ſhould be ſtrengthened, 
and every Man ſhould encourage himſelf, his 
Neighbour, and his Brother, in the Lord of Hoſts, 
who is ftrong in Battle and mighty to ſave. | 


1 am ſenfible we have abundant Reaſon to mix | 


Fear with our Hope, as we live in the midft of a 
corrupt and degenerate People, amongſt whom 


the Love of Religion: waxes cold, the moſt facred 


Qbligations are diſregarded, and Vices of all Kinds 
wry EE RES 
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practiſed with Greedineſs and Impunity; fo that 
thould Gap expoſtulate with us, as he did with 
his People of old: How ſpall I pardon thee far 


this? Shall I not viſit for theſe Things? Aud ſhall 


wot my Soul be avenged on ſuch a Nation ? Muſt we 


not take up the Acknowledgment of Zzra, and 


ſay? O Lord God, Thou art righteous! Bebold wwe 
are before thee in our Treſpaſſes, and we caunat land 
befare thee, becauſe of this! And what juſtly 


heightens our Apprehenſions is, that we have 08 
many amongſt our ſelves, who with well to this un- 


natural Rebellion, which in its Beginning hath 

ed but too ſucceſsful, and which will not fail 
Gen doth not mercifully prevent it. But yet, 
notwithſtanding all theſe threatening Circumſtances, 
J think we have many Reaſons for Hope. 


If we look to ſecond Cauſes, there is much to 
encourage us. The Winds, through Gop's good 
Providence, have proved friendly to our Ifle, 
and wafted over to our Aſſiſtance our national 


Treaps, and the Forces of our neighbouring Allies. 
There appears a warm and vigorous Spirit, a ge- 
neraus Senſe of the Worth of Liberty, a ſtrong 
Deteſtation of Popery, an hearty Zeal tor his Ma- 


 Jefty's Perſon and Government, that ſeem to run 


through and unite great Numbers of all Parties 


and Denominations, and have excited them a 


afſaciate for their mutual Defence, and in Oppo- 


| ſition to the rebellious Inſurrection that hath been 


wickedly excited in the midft of us. The Credit 
of the Nation hath been ſupported, tho* wickedly 
ſtruck at by ſome, and threatenꝰd by the unſea- 
ſonable and imprudent Fears of others. The In- 
vaſion was providentially render d weak in the Be- 
ginning, by the diſabling zbe Ship of War that was 

# Jer. v. 7, 9. + Ezra ix. 15, 
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bringing over large' military Stores, and a con- 
fiderable Number of Officers, to arm, encourage 
and head the Inſurrection. The Succours ex- 
ed from our Enemies have as yet, in great Mea- 
fure, been with-held, and ſome of them driven by 
the Winds and Waves unexpectedly into our 


own Hands. Our Governors generally appear 
active and vigilant in their Stations, and ſeem to 
be almoſt every where collecting the Force of the 


Nation for the common Security and Defence. 


We have a Prince on the Throne, whoſe Juſtice 


is above Reproach, and whoſe Steadineſs and 
Courage have been proved by repeated Experience, 
and who hath an Head, an Heart, and Hand to 
execute whatever the Emergencies of his Govern- 


ment, or the Attempts of his Enemies, may. ren- 
der expedient and neceſſary. 5 


If we look beyond ſecond Cauſes, I truſt we have 
more Ground of Hope and Comfort ſtill, The 


Intereſt we appear in Defence of is the beſt and 


moſt valuable we can eſpouſe; that of our Ene- 


mies, the moſt deteſtible and impious. The Con- 
teſt is between Loyalty and Treaſon, Allegiance 


and Rebellion, Honour and Perfidy, the Ma- 
jeſty of an Oath and Perjury, Innocence and 


Guilt, : Truth and Falſhood, Religion and Idola- 


try, Piety and Superſtition, Liberty and Slavery, 
Toleration and Perſecution, Mercy and Cruelty, 
Property and the moſt ſervile Dependance: In a 
Word, ours is a Cauſe that hath the Voice of 
Reaſon, the Dictates of Conſcience, the Laws of 
Gop and the moſt ſacred Rights of Mankind, to 
ſupport it; theirs is founded in Iniquity, ſupport- 
ed by fraud and Violence, carries certain and in- 
tire Deſtruction to us if it prevails, muſt be ab- 


horred of Gop, and every Man that is a Friend 


to himſelf, his ͤ— his Country, and the 
| | common 
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common Privileges of Society. So that in one 
View, it is a Cauſe that is /ighter than Nothing and 
Vanity, and in another, heavy enough to draw down 
divine and human Vengeance on it, and ſink the 
Abettors of it under the deepeſt Deſtruction: 80 
that our Enemies are the Enemies of Gop. Thoſe 
within our own Ille that countenance and appear 
at the Head of this Rebellion, what are they bet- 
ter than Outlaws and Fugitives, deſperate Wretches, 
whoſe Treaſons have baniſhed them from their na- 
tive Land, and who, having ruined their Fortunes 
by their Extravagancies and Vices, have no other 
Method left to repair them, but by the Ruin and De- 
ſolation of their Country. Our Enemies abroad, 
on whom they depend for Aſſiſtance, are the 
tyrannical Oppreſſors of Mankind, whoſe Ambi- 
tion and Perfidy have made Europe a Scene of 
Confuſion and Blood, and who are the grand 
Supporters of the execrable Superſtitions and Idola- 
tries of Rome, who want to bring back theſe 
Kingdoms under that impious and deteſtible 
| Yoke, and to extirpate true Religion, in Principle 
and Practice, from the midſt of us. Corrupted as 
we are, yet I hope there are ſtill large Numbers 
amongſt all Parties of Men, who fear GOD, and 
work Righteouſneſs, and who keep themſelves pure 
from the common Vices of that degenerate Age 
we live in; whom I truſt, and pray, that Gop will 
protect and fave from the Deſtruction intended 


them, and for their Sake ſpare theſe ſinful Nations, 


and not pour out ſuch Vengeance on. them, as 
ſhall without Diſtinction deftroy the Righteous with 
the Wicked. This is not the uſual Method of 
 Gov's providential Conduct; and that Spirit. of 
Prayer and Supplication, which the Senſe of our 
Danger hath excited amongſt us, ſeems to me

to be a comfortable Pledge, that Gop will hear us; 
and that he hath ſtill Mercy in Reſerve for us. 
And tho? no one can tell what ſhall be the

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mit it to ſucceed, or in what Diſtreſſes all Ranks 
and Orders in theſe Kingdoms may be involved, 
Al the Indignation be over and paſt, or what par- 
tieular Lives may fall before the Conteſt is fully 
ended, and the Controverſy that Gov ſeems to have 
with the Inhabitants of theſe Lands be decided: 
Tea, tho* poſſibly the ſhaking of theſe Kingdoms, 
| the whole Frame of them, may be 
neceſlary to the thorough Settlement of it for the 
future, and the permitting all the corrupt and rot- 
ten Members of the Conſtitution, the Men of 
deſperate Principles, Morals, and Fortunes, thoſe 
Curſes of a Nation, to declare openly the inward 
-Raneour of their Hearts, and unite under the Ban- 
ners of the Invader, may be the only poſſible na- 
"tural Expedient to difcover and — them, 
and the only Method reſolved on by Providence 
to purge the Dregs of Atheiſm, Impiety, and Ini- 
quity from the midſt of us, to "eſtabliſh more 
& the Foundation of the national Peace for 
the future, and more cloſely to unite the remain- 
ing, the yet recoverable, uncorrupted and virtuous 
Part of the Nation: Ifay, whether this Rebellion 
ſhall be cruſhed in its Infancy, or ſuffered to ſpread 
wider, and continue for a longer Seaſon ; yet the 
mere I conſider the uſual Methods and Reaſons bf 
divine Providence, the Manner of Gop's treating 
His ancient People the Jets, the Nature of the 
Promiſes and Threatenings made concerning King- 
doms and Nations, to build up, and to deſtroy them, 
and the many paſt diſtinguiſhing and evident In- 
_ terpoſals of Gop? s Power and Goodneſs for the 
Preſervation 
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Preſervation of theſe Kingdoms in Times *. 

I cannot but chearfully hope, and reſt aſſured, 
that Gop will protect our Sovereign, and pre- 
ſerve his Houſe, defend this City, and ſooner or 
later bring to Confuſion and Shame the Authors 
and Abettors of this wicked Attempt, and that 
it ſhall not ſtand, nor the evil Devices 1 have 
deviſed ever come to paſs. 

Take heed therefore and be quiet, Fear * not, 
neither be faint-bearted for the Tail of this ſmoaking 
Firebrand, for the fierce Anger of this Son of Tabeal. 
Oh! how ſecure would the Victory be over him, 
did not oùr own Iniquities prevail againſt us; or 
if the preſent Danger and Fear would prevail with | 
us.to forſake our ſins, and turn unto our. Gop, 
Let the Upright and Faithfull, however, who 
have a ſure Intereſt in Him, not forget with renew- 
ed Ardor and Importunity 20 plead with the great 
Governor of the World becauſe of his Judgments, 
and become Interceſſors with Him, that he would 
ſtay his.

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And as we pray, let us every one in particular ö 
amend his own Ways which haye not been right, 
and ſet ourſelves in good earneſt to diſcharge all 
the great Duties eſſential to the Chriſtian Charac- 
ter, maintaining a good Conſcience towards God and 

Man, and living in ſuch a Manner, as that we 
may be prepared for the Events of Providence, 
whatever they may be concerning us ; and ready 
to'die, when ſoever, and by what Means ſoever, 
it may pleaſe Gop to call us hence. And thus 
employed and diſpoſed, and in the Uſe of all pro- 
per, prudent, and vigorous Methods of Safety 
and Succeſs, let us with an humble Patience and 
chearful Reſignation, commit the Management 
of our Cauſe to Gop, and wait for his all-wiſe 
and merciful Determination; comforting ourſelves 
with this Obſervation: of the Royal Preacher:
